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DETAIL ACTION 
Remarks 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 04, 2005 
has been entered. 

Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a backlight assembly for image display device comprising a light distribution 
changing member that changes an optical distribution of a light source and an electromagnetic- 
wave shielding member formed integrally with the light distribution changing member as 
required in claims 1,15 and 29. 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. Nishiyama et al. (US Pat. 6,331,064) discloses liquid crystal display. None of 
recorded prior arts stands alone or combination with others discloses all limitation required in 
claim invention.
